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CIA Pick: NSA Spying is Legal 


Hayden says warrantless surveillanee is needed for seeurity 


WAS H I N GTO N I CIA nominee Michael Hayden 
acknowledged concerns about civil liberties 
even as he vigorously defended the Bush 
administration’s warrantless eavesdrop- 
ping program as a legal spy tool needed to 
ensnare terrorists. 

Peppered with tough questions at a 
daylong confirmation hearing Thursday, 
the four- star Air Force general portrayed 
himself as an independent thinker, capable 
of taking over the CIA as it struggles with 
issues ranging from nuclear threats to its own 


place among 15 other spy agencies. 

Hayden spoke of his own privacy concerns 
about the no -warrant surveillance program 
and other eavesdropping operations he over- 
saw as National Security Agency chief from 
1999 until last year. 

He said he decided to go ahead with the 
terrorist surveillance program in October 
2001 after internal discussions about what 
more his NSA could do to detect potential 
attacks. He believed the work to be legal and 
necessary — an assertion Democrats and 



civil liberties groups have 
aggressively questioned. 

Republican and 
Democratic senators alike 
said they should have been 
briefed on the work five 
years ago. More than one 
said he felt deceived. 

Bush chose Hayden to 

be CIA director earlier this month, knowing 
his choice would inflame the debate about

President makes $1.9B

YUMA, ARIZ. I President Bush said 
Thursday it makes sense to put up 
fencing along parts of the U.S.- 
Mexico border but not to block off 
the entire 2,000 -mile length to keep 
out illegal immigrants. 

During a visit to one of the busiest 
crossing sectors.

Church Abuse Deal Tossed 


Judge rejects $45.7M 
settlement proposal 
for Spokane dioeese 

SPOKANE, WASH. | A federal judge 
rejected a $45.7 million settlement 
Thursday for 75 people who have 
filed sex abuse claims in the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of Spokane. 

U.S. Bankruptcy Judge Patricia 
Williams threw out the settlement 
during a conference hearing. 

The deal, announced earlier this 
year, was controversial because it 
covered only a fraction of those 
who had filed lawsuits contend- 


ing they were abused by priests 
in Spokane. About 185 individual 
claims have been filed against the 
diocese, although Williams has said 
some claims are duplicates and oth- 
ers are invalid. 

Lawyers representing people not 
covered by the settlement earlier this 
week filed an alternative plan that 
would assess individual parishes 
nearly two -thirds of the market 
value of their churches and schools 
in exchange for avoiding possible 
foreclosures. 

The diocese filed for bankrupt- 
cy protection in 2004, citing abuse 
claims of about $ 81.3 million against 


assets of about $11 million. Spokane 
is one of three U.S. dioceses that have 
filed for bankruptcy because of such 
claims. 

The diocese’s $45.7 million set- 
tlement offer had been opposed by 
the individual parishes, who said it 
appeared to rely on parishes to act 
as unlimited guarantors for future 
payments. 

Spokane Bishop William 
Skylstad, who is president of the U.S. 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, has 
been accused of sexually abusing a 
woman more than four decades ago 
when she was a child. He denies the 
claim against him. (ap)

FBI Scours Mich. Farm 
For Hoffa’s Remains 


Search for Teamsters 
boss missing since 1975 
expected to take weeks 

MILFORD TOWNSHIP, MICH. | In one 
of the most intensive searches for 
Jimmy Hoffa in decades, the FBI 
summoned archaeologists and 
anthropologists and brought in 
heavy equipment to scour a horse 
farm Thursday for the body of the 
former Teamsters boss who van- 
ished in 1975. 

Daniel Roberts, agent in charge 
of the Detroit FBI field office, would 
not disclose what led agents to the 
farm, but said: “This is probably a 
fairly credible lead. You can gath- 


er that from the number of people 
out here.” 

No trace of Hoffa has ever been 
found, and no one has ever been 
charged in the case. But investi- 
gators have long suspected that he 
was killed by the mob to keep him 
from reclaiming the Teamsters pres- 
idency after he got out of prison for 
corruption. 

The farm, just outside Detroit, 
used to be owned by a Teamsters 
official. And mob figures used to 
meet at a barn there before Hoffa’s 
disappearance, authorities said. 

Investigators began scouring 
the area Wednesday, said it is like- 
ly to go on for a couple of weeks.

FDA Panel OKs 
Vaccine to Fight 
Cervical Cancer 

WAS H I N G T 0 N I A vaccine with the 
potential to slash worldwide deaths 
from cervical cancer, the No. 2 cancer 
killer in women, should be approved 
for sales in the United States, a fed- 
eral panel said Thursday. 

A Food and Drug Administration 
advisory committee voted 13-0 to 
endorse the safety and effectiveness 
of Merck and Co.’s Gardasil, which 
blocks viruses that cause cervical 
cancer. The company said the vac- 
cine could cut worldwide deaths from 
the disease by two -thirds. 

However, the anticipated cost ol 
the vaccine, administered in three 
shots over six months, is $300 to 
$500 — a possible impediment to 
widespread vaccination campaigns. 
The drug protects against the two 
types of human papillomavirus 
(HPV) believed responsible for 
about 70 percent of cervical cancer 
cases. It also protects against two 
other virus types that cause 90 per- 
cent of genital wart cases. All four 
are sexually transmitted. 

The FDA is not required to follow 
the recommendations of its outside 
panels of experts, but usually does. 
An agency decision is expected by 
June 8. 

HPV is the most common sexu- 
ally transmitted disease. It affects 
more than 50 percent of sexually 
active adults, (ap)

Dozens Die in New Afghan Violence 


Militants battle with 
coalition forces in 
worst fighting since ’01 

KANDAHAR, AFGHANISTAN I Islamic 
militants, some armed with 
machine guns, battled Afghan, 
U.S. and Canadian forces and 
exploded two suicide car bombs 
Thursday, some of the deadliest 
violence in Afghanistan since the 
fall of the Taliban. 

More than 100 people were 
killed in the string of attacks that 
started late Wednesday: dozens of 


insurgents, at least 15 Afghan police, 
a U.S. civilian training Afghan forc- 
es, and the first female Canadian 
soldier to die in combat. 

The Taliban have stepped up 
attacks in recent months, with road- 
side bombs and suicide assaults, but 
this week’s fighting marked an esca- 
lation in a region where the U.S.-led 
coalition is to cede control of secu- 
rity operations to NATO by July. 

President Hamid Karzai said 
the violence emanated from the 
mountainous border trial regions 
of neighboring Pakistan, populated 
by the ethnic Pashtuns who make 


up the majority of the Taliban mili- 
tants and are believed to be hiding 
Osama bin Laden. 

‘We have cred- 
ible reports that 
inside Pakistan, 
in the madras- 
sas, the mullahs 
and teachers are 
saying to their 
students: ‘Go to 
Afghanistan for 
jihad. Burn the schools and clin- 
ics,”’ Karzai said. 

Pakistan’s Foreign Ministry 
spokeswoman, Tasnim Aslam, 


called the allegations “baseless.” 

The violence started late 
Wednesday in the small remote 
town of Musa Qala in the south- 
ern province of Helmand, when 
an estimated 300-400 militants 
with assault rifles and machine 
guns attacked a police and gov- 
ernment headquarters. 

The attack sparked eight hours of 
clashes with Afghan security forc- 
es — the fiercest in Helmand since 
U.S. -led forces ousted the Taliban 
in 2001 for hosting al Qaeda, said 
Deputy Gov. Amir Mohammed 
Akhunzaba. noorkhan(ap)

CAIRO, EGYPT I Despite U.S. criti- 
cism, police beat pro -reform pro- 
testers in the streets and arrest- 
ed more than 300 for the second 
week in a row Thursday as Egyptian 
courts dealt new setbacks to activ- 
ists seeking greater democracy. 

While club-wielding police 
chased activists in downtown Cairo, 
a court rejected the appeal of promi- 
nent opposition leader Ayman Nour, 
the runner-up in last year’s presi- 
dential elections. The ruling means 
Nour will have to serve a five-year 
prison sentence on forgery charges 
he says are intended to eliminate 
him from politics. 

The U.S. sharply criticized the 
ruling, saying it and the violence 
“raise serious concerns about the 
path to political reform in Egypt.” 

Also Thursday, another court 
issued a reprimand against Hesham 
el-Bastawisy, ajudge who went pub- 
lic with accusations of fraud during 
parliamentary elections. A second 
judge was cleared by the court. 

The day’s events were a new blow 
to U.S. hopes that Egypt could be 
the centerpiece of America’s push for

FBI Expert Says DMA a

Officials celebrate step 
toward easing region s 
notorious bottleneck 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. | The governors 
of Maryland and Virginia met 
Thursday in the middle of the new 
Woodrow Wilson Bridge as officials 
dedicated the first of two spans 
intended to ease one of the worst 
bottlenecks on the East Coast. 

Maryland Gov. Robert Ehrlich 
and Virginia Gov. Timothy M. 
Kaine were joined by Washington 
Mayor Anthony Williams and 
Transportation Secretary Norman 
Mineta for a ceremony at the span 
crossing the Potomac River. 

“Please lower the bridges and 
unite the states,” Mineta said as 
the festivities began with the low- 
ering of a massive new drawbridge. 
The Navy’s Blue Angels flew over- 
head in formation and the gover- 
nors walked from opposite shore- 
lines to shake hands. 

They then climbed into President 
Woodrow Wilson’s 1923 Rolls 


Royce, which became the first vehi- 
cle to cross the six-lane span. 

Everyone else will have to wait a 
little longer. Crews will begin shifting 
traffic on the Beltway heading into 
Maryland onto three lanes June 9. 
Three lanes will carry traffic in the 
opposite direction by mid- July. 


That is when the crumbling 45- 
year-old original Wilson Bridge will 
be demolished, as construction on 
a second six-lane span continues 
for another two years.

NEW YORK I Wall Street extended 
its losses Thursday, a day after an 
inflation scare sent the Dow Jones 
industrial average on its biggest 
one -day drop in three years and 
put the Nasdaq composite index 
in the red for 2006.

Beginning of rivalry is

NATS - O’S I The Battle of the Beltway 
must get over one big speed bump: 
While it’s big on hype, it’s currently 
short on relevancy. 

The Baltimore Orioles — long 
the region’s only baseball fran- 
chise and the fourth -best team in 
the American League East — will 
make the 45 -minute trip to RFK 
Stadium this evening for the begin- 
ning of what Major League Baseball 
hopes turns into a strong regional 
rivalry with the Nationals. 


But that could take some time. 

“It is hard when you don’t play 
them regularly,” Orioles starter 
Erik Bedard said. “I guess people 
can make it as a rivalry if they live 
around here, but as players, it’s 
hard because you don’t play that 
often.” 

Early ticket sales suggest the 
series will make an early impact 
with fans. More than 18,000 peo- 
ple came out to see the O’s play the 
Nats in a March 31 exhibition game 
at RFK Stadium. Washington — 
which is averaging 25,154 in paid 
attendance per home game — had 
already sold 82,000 tickets for the 
three -game set as of Wednesday 


afternoon, including 28,400 for 
Sunday’s series finale. 

“It’ll probably be full here every 
game [of the Orioles series], I would 
imagine,” said Nationals starter 
Mike O’Conner, a Maryland native. 
“We moved here in like 1987, 1 guess. 
And from then on we started going 
to games. Cal Ripken was huge then. 
They had some pretty good teams 
then with [Rafael] Palmeiro and 
[Mike] Mussina.” 

Had being the operative word. 
The Orioles haven’t made the play- 
offs since 1997, when O’Connor was 
pitching across town from Mussina 
at Mount St. Joseph High School. 
He’ll open the series Friday 


against Orioles right-hander Kris 
Benson. 

Dismal seasons aside (neither 
team is over .500), there’s still a lot 
the fans can seize onto this week- 
end. Washington fans have plenty of 
enmity stored up for Orioles’ owner 
Peter Angelos, who is on one end 
of the television tug-of-war that’s 
keeping the Nationals off most of 
your TVs each night and who never 
wanted D.C. to get a franchise in 
the first place. 

A season sweep - or, more realis- 
tically, four wins against the Orioles 
- might also lend a hint of pride to 
an otherwise struggling franchise.

areahigh school. Mediate overcame 
serious hernia and facial injuries and 
burst onto the scene near the end of 
his sophomore year in College Park, 
scoring four NCAA Tournament 
goals and leading Maryland to 
the national semifinals. Speedy 
and skillful, he was drafted by the 
Crew but rarely used.

‘Code of Silence 



Screen adaptation 
of best-selling novel 
exercises restraint 

FILM I At the heart of Dan Brown’s 
“The Da Vinci Code” is the Priory 
of Sion, an organization set up to 
vigilantly protect “one of the most 
powerful secrets ever kept.” Once 
Brown’s thriller became one of the 
fastest- selling books of all time, a 
similar organization — call it the 
Priory of Hollywood — was set 
up to protect what’s as valuable to 
the movie business as any secret: a 
property that had the potential for 
enormous box-office receipts. 

No, the Priory of Hollywood 
doesn’t really exist, but it is diffi- 
cult to watch the film version of 
“The Da Vinci Code” put together 
by director Ron Howard, producer 
Brian Grazer, screenwriter Akiva 
Goldsman and star Tom Hanks and 
not imagine that it does. 

For what drives this film is not 
the sense of excitement that clear- 
ly motivated Brown when he real- 
ized he’d come up with a world-class 
premise but a sense of responsibil- 
ity. A need to guard the franchise 
at all costs has seeped into the very 
bones of this project and robbed it 
of the excitement. 


Yet despite all this, both the novel 
and the film are helped, albeit to dif- 
ferent degrees, by Brown’s compel- 
ling premise. 

One of the reasons Brown’s 
theological thriller was successful 


enough to be translated into 44 
languages is the nature of his the- 
sis. Yes, “Da Vinci” is not shy about 
venerable genre elements like num- 
bered Swiss accounts and narrow 
escapes. But its gangbusters plot 


of a supposed secret history of the 
Catholic religion linked with “the 
greatest coverup in human history” 
resonated mightily with a conspir- 
acy-hungry public that a) is more 
than happy to assume that forces 
of authority aren’t leveling with us 
and b) wants desperately to be in on 
the secret and in the know. 

But the script by Goldsman 
(an Oscar winner for “A Beautiful 
Mind”) has some of the paint-by- 
numbers qualities of a Classics 
Illustrated comic book. 

And likely cast for Priory of 
Hollywood reasons — who do you 
put in the biggest novel adaptation 
but the business’ biggest male star — 
Hanks is not, his much- comment- 
ed upon longer hair notwithstand- 
ing, the best person for the part of 
Langdon. There is something con- 
strained about Hanks’ work — he’s 
too reactive, almost like his assign- 
ment was to be the film’s master of 
ceremonies, introducing the audi- 
ence to key plot elements. And the 
hint of dashing romantic charisma 
that should be part of his charac- 
ter’s makeup if the relationship with 
Sophie is to hold us has never been 
one of Hanks’ strengths. 

As to director Howard, he also 
comes off as a kind of emcee, intent 
on not getting in the way of this jug- 
gernaut of a story.

THANK YOU FOR SMOKING (R, 92 min- 
utes) Asa lobbyistforthetobacco indus- 
try, Nick Naylor (Aaron Eckhart) realizes 
that disingenuousness is a moral sur- 
vival strategy: Don’t think of cigarettes 
as a health hazard, Nick says, consid- 
er them a symbol of America’s right to 
choose. Watching Nick get away with 
murder is the fun of this adaptation of 
Christopher Buckley’s 1994 novel. But 
as a satire on Tobacco Inc.’s ability to 
market carbon monoxide as the elixir of 
life, this movie should be packing more 
nicotine. (DT) 

UNITED 93 (R, 111 minutes) Those who 
find meaning and catharsis by watching 
reenactments on the big screen will be 


well rewarded by Paul Greengrass’staut 
thrillerthat, minute byagonizing minute, 
follows the only plane notto reach its tar- 
get, the passengers having overtaken the 
aircraft in an act of collective heroism. 
Greengrass avoids politics altogether, 
focusing instead onthetick-tockof how 
reality slowly dawned on an improbably 
gorgeous late summer morning. This may 
bethe best movie I ever hated. (AH) 
WAH-WAH (R, 97 minutes) Actor-turned- 


director Richard E. Grant offers a bleakly 
entertaining, autobiographical account of 
hisfamily life in 1960s Swaziland. British 
by heritage but Swazi-born, Ralph 
(played at 10 by Zac Fox and as a teen- 
ager by Nicholas Hoult) is inextricably 
tied to the British expatriates who drink 
too much and sleep with one another’s 
spouses. When Ralph’s mother leaves 
his hard-drinking father, his home life 
becomes even more traumatic. Grant’s 


unblinking but sympathetic depiction of 
thisemotionally unhinged world makes 
the viewerfeel likean illicit, enlightened 
gawker, and it has the enormous fringe 
benefit of fine performers. (DT) 

WATER (PG-13, 117 minutes) Set in 1930s 
India, this is something rare in the world 
of movies: an artistic muckraker. The sub- 
ject is “widow wastage,” the tradition in 
which a widow is consigned to an ashram. 
Just such a thing occurs when Chuyia 
(magically portrayed by Sarala) is left at 
an ashram by her embittered father. But 
Chuyia, a child bride of 8, is peculiarly 
resilient; she soon has the whole place 
in a clamor. The movie sometimes veers 
toward the bathetic, but it is superb and 
strange at once, a discreet and self-dis- 
ciplined attack dog of a movie. (SH) 
THE WILD (G, 85 minutes) Samson the 
lion (voiced by Kiefer Sutherland) has 
just regaled his cub son, Ryan (Greg 
Cipes), with another tale of his brave 
exploits in the wild, before he was cap- 
tured and put in the zoo. Feeling inade- 
quate, Ryan slips intoastoragecontain- 
er that appears bound for the real wil- 
derness. When Samson hears Ryan’s 
cries, he recruits his zoo pals to give 


chase, and their rescue mission takes 
them across the seas. The adult jokes 
in this movie are welcome, but the too- 
cool-for-school humor carries on inces- 
santly and relentlessly. (SH) 

WILD SAFARI 3D (Unrated, 45 minutes) 
This Imaxtourofsomeofthe most beau- 
tiful parks and game preserves in South 
Africa is surprisingly thrill-free. Ittakes 
viewers on a photographic hunt for 
Africa’s “Big Five.” And filmmaker Ben 
Stassen bagshiselephants, lions, leop- 
ards, rhinos and cape buffalo, along with 
a few zebras, giraffes and sundry ante- 
lopes thrown in for good measure. Still, 
the 3D that “Wild Safari” was filmed in 
proves to be more of a distraction than 
a benefit in a movie that, while photo- 
graphed with the same amazing detail 
and intimacy that has made “March of 
the Penguins” such a hit, never reach- 
es out to grab viewers, literally or figu- 
ratively. (AH)

Agrowing number 
of veterinarians are 
making house calls 

Fourteen -year-old Murphy hisses 
and growls as Dr. Barb Rossi tries 
to draw blood from her leg to find 
out if the cat’s kidney failure has 
progressed. 

Rossi has put a muzzle on her 
and owner Peggy Vanco is holding 
her on a bed in her Glendale, Wis. 
home. Vanco also has two other 
cats and a springer spaniel that 
got checkups. 

“It’s just much more convenient 
for me and I think the animals react 
better to have her come rather than 
going to a vet’s office, especially the 
cats,” Vanco said. 

Rossi is part of a growing num- 
ber of veterinarians who make 
house calls because of the low 
overhead costs and the freedom 
that comes with it. 

Shannon Stanek, president 
of the 30-year-old American 
Association of House Calls and 
Mobile Veterinarians, said the 
profession is experiencing a reviv- 
al: Membership has doubled to 
about 300 members over the last 
10 years. 

She estimated about 70 percent 
of her members work out of their 


more agricultural and rural back- 
ground and that’s playing a role,” 
said Andrews, who is based in 
Riverside, Calif. 

People are also more willing 
to spend money on their pets, he 
said. What mobile vets charge var- 
ies — some charge more and oth- 
ers like Rossi charge less than an 
area clinic. 

According to the American 
Pet Products Manufacturers 
Association, the amount pet own- 


ers spent more than doubled from 
$17 billion in 1994 to $36.3 billion 
in 2005 — an all-time high. 

Spending on veterinarians has 
also increased from $7.1 billion in 
2001 to $8.7 billion in 2005, accord- 
ing to the association. 

Dr. Lindsey Heard, who is based 
in Macon, Ga., had his own pet hos- 
pital for 15 years until 2002 when 
he got a La Boit mobile unit. Heard, 
54, said he likes that he can set his 
own schedule and nets more money 


than before. 

He said he tries to stay within a 
10- to 15 -mile radius, and his top 
services are spays, neuters, vacci- 
nations and exams. 

“I can do pretty much anything 
else anyone else can do in a prac- 
tice except board,” he said. “I love 
it. I never would go back.” 

Heard, who normally has an 
employee but currently does not, 
said he keeps his rates reasonable 
because he has little overhead costs. 


basement. 

She charges $55 for an exam, 
vaccination and travel. She mostly 
sees dogs and cats within 50 miles 
of her Fox Point, Wis., home, but 
works out of a clinic on Fridays 
for surgeries, which average $150 
to $450. 

“Most of the time I didn’t really 
need the facilities of the clinic,” she 
said. “It was mostly me using my 
skill with people to solve the prob- 
lems.”

Rossi, 51, on the other hand, 
works mostly out of her car, haul- 
ing a suitcase of supplies and a bag 
with a scale into each home. She 
even keeps a centrifuge — which 
spins the blood to ready it for the 
lab — on her front passenger car 
floor. 

A lab picks up the blood for tests 
at her house twice a day and she 
does other routine lab work in her

Why do you think so many 
people, including the church, are 
taking it literally? 

Because on national televi- 
sion more than once he said he 
researched the backdrop careful- 
ly and the theories he presented 
are true, including saying that if he 
were writing nonfiction he would 
not change a thing. 

The Bible has been written and 
rewritten and rewritten. Why 
should we consider the Bible the 
true message of Jesus? 

It has not been rewritten sev- 
eral times. It is the product of a 
variety of authors over several 
centuries. The gospels have roots 
in apostles who walked with Jesus 
or those who walked with those who 
walked with them. That is why they 
quickly gained respect as meaning- 
ful sources about Jesus. 

Brown points to the person on 
Christ’s right in the Da Vinci paint- 
ing as Mary M. It seems unques- 


tionable that that figure looks like a 
woman while the other 12 are clearly 
men. What do you say? 

No, as art historians have writ- 
ten me, when painters of this period 
painted folks in their teens it was 
not unusual to give them a gender- 
less appearance. John is the figure 
here and he was a young teenager 
at the time. 

How do you counter the evidence 
that Jesus did not physically exist 
and is instead a construct of centu- 
ries of heroic myths and legends? 

Read the first and second cen- 
tury sources, not just Christian 
texts of the first century but non- 
Christian texts from the period 
(Josephus, Suetonus and Tacitus). 
They cannot be accused of having 
a Christian bias.

She’s cracking 
the D.C. areas 
biggest secret 

“THE DA VINCI CODE” IS FICTION, 

but there’s nothing phony about 
Kryptos, a sculpture at CIA head- 
quarters featuring an encrypted 
message. The first three sections 
of the four-part puzzle (designed 
by sculptor James Sanborn with 
the help of cryptologist Ed Scheldt) 
were deciphered within a decade of 
its 1990 installation, but the last 
remains unsolved — at least until 
the members of Elonka Dunin’s Web 
group (elonka.com/kryptos) figure 
it out. They’ve gotten extra atten- 
tion since Dan Brown slipped two 
Kryptos references into the jacket 
art of “Da Vinci,” and it seems the 
sculpture may appear in his follow- 
up book. For the real scoop, read 
Dunin’s new “The Mammoth Book 
of Secret Codes and Cryptograms.” 
Express’ Vicky Hallett interrogated 
her for secret Intel. 

How did you first get into Kryptos? 

After Sept. 11, I went to visit my 
cousin in D.C. I said let’s go visit 
Kryptos at the CIA. It is not easy to 
find the CIA — it’s not on Mapquest. 
This was before Google Earth, but 
I sort of knew what the building 
looked like from Tom Clancy mov- 
ies, so I downloaded aerial photos 
and found the building. We drove 
up and these guys with guns asked 
us reasonable questions like who we 
were and why we were there. I said 
to see Kryptos. They were polite but 
firm that I could go in for official 
business only. 

So you had to get official. 

I wondered if I could use my cryp- 
tographic skills to help the war on 
terrorism. I heard A1 Qaeda may 
have planned the attacks using 
steganography — hiding messag- 
es inside pictures. So I created a 
70 -slide PowerPoint and my exam- 
ple was a picture of Kryptos. I got 
invited to my local FBI office, and 
universities and conventions, and 
I always said, “Here’s Kryptos. Boy, 


I’d really love to see it.” At the end 
of one talk, a guy leans over to me 
and says, “I work at Langley. I think 
I can get you in.” 

And he did? 

I got a couple of hours to see the 
sculpture. I had CIA handlers there 
the whole time, so I couldn’t take 
pictures, but I made some rubbings. 
When I got back, I figured I should 
post them online. And people start- 
ed writing to me. Some people say 
things like, “If you take this let- 
ter and that letter, it spells my 
address.” But some people were 
bona fide cryptographers. At one 
point after I’d been compiling infor- 
mation on him, Sanborn called me 
up and we’ve become good friends. 
He’s on speed dial. 

How do you think the fourth part 
will be solved? 

Ed [Scheldt] told us that the 
first three parts we did without 
recovering the keys first and that 
we had access to the patterns of 
the English language, but that’s 
obscured in part four. We don’t 
know what he means. Usually, you 
see which letters are the most com- 
mon and use that to find patterns, 
so maybe that’s what we can’t do 
for the fourth. 


Why is it such a stumper? 

The main thing is that it’s so short. 
It’s only 97 characters and you need 
more text to work with than just a 
few lines of code. If you line them 
up in rows of seven, you get double 
letters. That may have something 
to do with it. 

Do you think there’s a hidden prize? 

Probably not. There will be a lot of 
media attention. And Sanborn’s 
indicated there may be a further 
puzzle. 

Are there other clues in D.C.? 

Maybe at Zola, the restaurant at the 
Spy Museum. Sanborn designed 
the decor. Next to the hostess 
stand, there are sheet protectors 
with documents. One of these is 
a source document for the Cyrillic 
Projector, another of Sanborn’s piec- 
es. Whenever I’m in town, I go there 
and take as many pictures as I can 
before the waiters get mad. 

How much time do you dedicate to 
solving Kryptos? 

I spend a few hours a month. For 
some members, this is their main 
hobby. We also have people who 
are “Da Vinci Code” fans who 
say, “Maybe the answer is in the 
Louvre.”
